Children often refute tio. eat their meals 
in summer time, and it is difficult to think 
up ways and means of coaxing back their 
appetites.

FURNISHING a home is a thing under- 
taken by most people only once in a 
lifetime, and, as the rest of one’s life 
must be spent with the results of one’s 
choice, it is but reasonable to spend a 
lot of thought before spending even a 
little money on furnishings. 

In the first fine careless rapture many 
women forget that saving of labour con- 


| tributes as much to the pleasure of a 


home as outward appearance; so I would 
say that the first thing to remember is to 
have as little furniture as is consistent 
with comfort and so avoid al] unnecessary 
dusting and sweeping and spring clean-.

bureau or antique chest of drawers, etc, 

Arm chairs also need to be considered: 
A chair that is very comfortable for the 
average woman may prove in constant. use 
to: be a tantalisation to a tall man, because 
the seat is not long enough to permit him | 
to-lie (as. most men and many women will) 
with his head half-way dewn the back, and 
the end of his spine on the edge of the 
seat. The surest safeguard against a dis- 
appointment in this is to take careful 
measurements of arm chairs already 
proved -to be: as comfortable for individual] 
tastes as can be. If you can find chairs 
with the ideal measurements which also 
come apart to allow of thorough and easy 
cleaning with a vacuum so much the 
better—but here, I affirm, comfort before 
cleanliness. And spend money on down 
cushions, really fat ones, dark enough to 
stand up to constant use! 


AS FOR TABLES 


As for tables—they may make or mar 
a home.

“THE LUNCHEON 


| Speaking’ at: the Juncheon, Mr, P. L 
| McEvoy: said that it was due to the help of 
frends in Naas that they had been able to 
start production less than a month after tak- 
ing over. Particularly were they indebted 
to Mr; Moloney and the members of the 
Vocational Education Committee in the town, 
‘who had placed a room in the technica) 
‘schools at their disposal for the training of 
the operatives; He praised the work ip ae 
hy their contractors, and the help given them 
‘by the county’s representatives in the Dail 
and the members of the Naas Urban Council. 
The footwear industry, he said, was fairly 
well catered for in the country at the present 
time. Since 1931 they had increased the 
annual production of footwear by 24 million 
employed. 
mu the industry had advanced by three 
thousand, while the annual wages paid had 
ncreased by £200,000. Nevertheless, last 
‘year they had imported nearly £350,000 worth 
of footwear, and slippers and light holiday 
and fashion shoes which they now proposed to 
Manufacture formed a very big proportion of 
that import. It had been said that there 
mre too many footwear factories, but theré 
avas no over-production in the lines which 
the new factory intend to manufacture. Their 
metivities, he said, would not be confined to 
Hootwear. They intended to see that all the 
‘constituent parts of slippers and shoes which 
‘they manufactured would be Irish. At the 
present time in the manufacture of slippers 
mbout 25 per cent. of the value of raw 
Material used in them Would be Irish. They 
would see the day when as near as possible 
io 100 per cent. of the materials would he 
rish.

BOUNTY DOUBLED

SHORTAGE

CO.. DUBLIN TOWNS’ 


Mc Seale 


An explanation of the three-day serious 
shortage of the water supply to Malahide, 
Swords and Portmarnock was given to the 
Irish Times by Mr. FF. P. Russell, 
engineer to the Dublin Board of Public 
Health, at 1.30 a.m. to-day. 

Mr. Russell said that the supply had 
not been cut off, as the Board had. of 
course, no power to take that action 
unless warning had been given to the 
residents. The supply had dwindled 
through want of fain, and the spring 
which supplied the scheme had partially 
failed. As a result there was not enough 
water to supply the three towns. 

‘T have been out all day and all last 
night in connection with the matter,” 
said Mr. Russell. ‘‘I inspected another 
spring at Swords with a view to turning 
it into the mains. I have been forturate 
enough to have the assistance of Mr. 
Chappell, an English analytical chemist. 
We spent all last nivht making tests of the 
water and have chlorodised it. After 
several tests we have made the water 
sterile, and it is safe for drinking. We 
hope to have a supply throuch the mains 
to Malahide. Swords and Portmarnock 
this morning.” i 

When a reporter drew his attention to 
the fact that many lavatory rTipes had 
been choked through want of ushing, 
Mr. Russell said. that their primary 
obiect was to obtain enough water to clear 
away the stoppages. He added that the

Prospects for Britain’s financial year, the 
first. half of which ended last night, are, on 
the whole, bright. Treasury returns for the 
six. months show a total or inary revenue of 
£3508,861,745, which is a net increase of 
£16, 706,030 on the same period last year, 
Against this total ordinary expenditure has 
been £407,597,795, compared with £372,548,005 
for the corresponding period in 1936. But at 
this period of the year expenditure always 
exceeds income by a considerable amount. 

Army, Navy and Air votes have already 
reached the substantial. total of £104, 600,000, 
against £78,650,000 for the first half of last 
year. Estimated total expenditure on these 
services for the full year is £198,268,000, not 
counting £80,000,000 estimated ta be met from 
borrowed “moneys unde* the Defence Loans 
Act. This increase of £25,950,000 in the 


defence votes has brought the nation’s current 


deficit on the first half of ‘the financial year 

up to £98,536.050. which is more than

Spears are always carried by the men of 
Koto-sho when away from home, but in 
defence against. ghosts only, . There is no 
law, and, therefore, no need for, means to 
enforée it; there is permanent peace for the 
sole reason that there is no cause for which 
to fight. Economic security and isolation 
have led to this extreme pacifism, which has 
acquired the powerful backing of super- 
stition. The sight of a human corpse is the 
greatest horror That a Yami of Koto-sho can 
contemplate, and even to imagine homicide 
is dangerous. 

There is intense desire to avoid rousing 
jealousy. “- I have seen a party of six men 
returning from fishing with a catch of twenty- 
three fish throw away the last five rather 
than that they should provide a bone of 
contention among the rest,” relates Mr. 
Leach, | 

There are no chiefs in Koto-sho. Every 
Yami is the social equal of his neighbour. 
Age and experience are respected, , but not 
wealth and inheritance. The community is 
self-sufficient and there is no money, exce 
for little clay and wooden models which the 
Japanese have taught the Yamis to use for 
trading with the few Japanese police 
stationed on the island.

Av the same 
time, Austria is in tl sition to maintam 
the short terms of delivery of former years in 
the face of a greatly increased producing 
activity in all branches of her economical life. 
The facts of sufficient ‘supplies for internal 
requirements and of the sound management 
of available foreign means of payment enable 
Austria to shun all methods of exchange In 
her export activities so that foreign buyers 
are under no compulsion whatever. The 
number of foreign buyers, accordingly, was 
highly satisfactory. The Fair was attended 
by approximately 630,000 Austrians a 
54,600 ioreigners, representing 68 countries. 
The provenience of the foreigners was the 
following :— 

55.2 per cent. from the Successional States. 

16.8 per cent. from Western Europe. 

14.5 per cent. from Germany (6.8 per 
cent.), Italy (7 per cent.), Switzerland (0.7 
per .cent.).

READINESS TO BUY 


In spite of the unquestionably manifested 
readiness to buy, the number and size of 
orders placed by various foreigi countries 
could be considerably increased were it not 
for the existence of well-known barriers in 
inter-State commerce which, on occasions like 
this, make themselves felt quite severely. 

In addition to symptoms of a general and 
fundamental character, there were a number 
of other facts which comtributed signally to 
the success of the recent Fair. Chief among 
them is the country’s favourdble development 
of its tourist traffic during the past summer 
months, making bhith, a continued 
laying in of supplies and bringing 
about an increased buying power on the part 
of domestic consumers whosé ranks, in ever 
increasing numbers, find their way back into 
the economical activities of the country. 
Thus, the comparatively heavy buying on 
the part of the domestic population and of 
that of the Successional States may be called 
a striking symptom of the recent Fair. 

While, on the one hand, there was no one 
single line of business which had to record 
an overwhelming success, it is a fact, never- 
theless. that no branch cf production left 
the Fair dissatisfied. Even such: lines as, 
for instance, the furniture trade, where com- 
paratively few actual orders were placed, 
were not dissatisfied because the large number 
of inquiries and the wealth of propaganda 
literature which was distributed among 
visitors upon their request justified the 
exhibitors to entertain hopes for a favouralh'. 
development in the near future. 

Referring to individual lines, it’ may ne 
stated that fancy leather goods were sold to 
Belgium, Holland. Great Britain, the United 
States, France. Switzerland, the Northern 
European countries and South America.

A 
very fair showing was made by the knit and 
woven goods industry, which was enabled to 
establish new connections with Switzerland, 
Belgium, France, Holland, the Northern 
European countries, Great Britain, North and 
South America, and fanada. The 
ladies’ ‘fashions industry, too, é tablished it- 
self more mm in Holland, Eng and.

Domestic interest 
was centred especially in threshing machines, 
lawn mowers, chaff cutters, pumps, agricul- 
tural Diesel motors, tractors, fruit and wine 
presses, orders being placed also by Hungary, 
Yugoslavia, Cacchoslovakia and the Dutch 
Indies. Serious inquiries which are likely te 
lead to the placing of actual orders in the near 
future, emanated from South America, Itaiy, 
Rumanta, and Czechoslovakia. A_ serious 


interest in heating machinery was manifested

by buyers from Italy, Yugoslavia, R 
and Poland, in addition to those from th 


interior. 
GAS MASKS 


The department for fire-fighting’ apparatuses 
was able to place domestic orders, while gas 
masks were bought by a number of Balkan 
States and by Brazil. : 

All kinds of live stock were sold to the 
interior, the cattle show, too, being highly 
successful. 

The depariment for horticulture reports 
domestic orders for fancy varieties of fruit, 
roses and spruce, the latter also being in 
demand by Argentina. Interest in concen- 
trated fodder for cattle was manifested by the 
interior, as well as by Switzerland, Hungary, 
and OUzechoslovakia. 

In the building fair domestic orders were 
tte for various building machines, while 
*oland, Hungary and Czechoslovakia were 
interested in cement vibrators. The veal 
estate show was able to book orders for 
small homes and villas from the interior, as 
well as from the Successional States. 

In the shows devoted to paper novelties and 
invenfions serious inquiries are in evidence 
from almost all European countries and from 
overseas. ‘lhe special exhibits—‘‘Austrian
